These will be 
mainly items important to de- 
fense and the cost of living. 

“In those fields where price 
control is imposed, the Govern- 
ment will also undertake to sta- 
bilize wages, as the law re- 
.quires. 

“In the immediate future, a 
series of control orders will be 
announced by: the Economic 
Stabilization Agency. 

“In addition, the agency will 
announce fair standards for 
prices and wages in those cases 
where mandatory controls are 
not imposed. I ask everyone

As the last American soldier 
left Hamhung at 12:30 p.m. (9:30 
p.m. Friday, St. Louis time) a 
Red Korean flag flapped out over 


one house. 

Field dispatches indicated the 
‘withdrawal was made according 
to plan into défenses in depth to 
the shore. 

The city lay open to Chinese 
Communists who watched from 
outlying ridges as demolitions cas- 
caded towering clouds of. black 
smoke into the sky. 

Then the Chinese swarmed into 
the Hamhung suburbs. 

The Chinese pressed Allied de- 
fenders into their shrinking 
beachhead with attacks that over- 
ran forward positions by sheer 
weight of manpower masses. 

While doughboys fought off 
Communist assaults or -crouched 
in snow-lined foxholes awaiting 
attack, the. Navy’s big guns 
pounded Communist troops 
swarming along the coastal roads 
converging on Hungnam. 

Gunfire from the Allied fleet 
had not been mentioned the last 
day or so in field dispatches. But 
again the warships moved up and 
down the coast, hurling steel at 
the enemy. 

Planes Hit Troops. 

Carrier-based warplanes buzzed 
out in murky weather and hit 
front waves of 112,000 Chinese 
Red troops massed against the 
beachhead. 

“They are throwing’ great 
groups of people in columns at 
one point in our line,” Maj. Gen. 
Robert H. Soule said. “They try 
to overrun one particular position. 
They strike in such numbers they 
are bound to overrug some of us.” 

Soule is commander of the 
United States Third Division. Its 
American, Puerto Rican and South 
Korean ihfantrymen with their 
backs to the sea are defending

Further, said Stephen Early, 
acting press secretary, it is un- 
‘certain whether Truman will use 
some of the emergency powers. 

The proclamation is a part of 
Truman’s effort to get production- 
speeding, inflation-curbing ma- 
chinery in motion behind a re- 
armament program aimed at forc- 
ing Russia to choose peace 
instead of war. 

Truman signed the proclama- 
tion at 10:20 a.m. (9:20 St. Louis 
time). His action was announced 
by Early five minutes later. 

The White’ House said powers 
available in an emergency include 
authority to lengthen hours in 
Army arsenals, to requisition 
ships, call the Coast Guard re- 
serve to active duty, make tem- 
porary promotions in the armed 
forces, waive competitive bids on 
defense contracts, and authorize 
war-risk insurance. 

Almost a Blank Check. 

The President handed Wilson a 
virtual blank check to abolish, 
create and reshape the defense 
agencies, and to merge most of 
them into a single powerful mo- 
bilization agency when and if he 
chooses. 

Wilson will displace W. Stuart 
Symington of St. Louis as “de- 
fense co-ordinator.” Symington, 
chairman of the National Security 
Resources Board, will continue to 
be a presidential planner, adviser 
and trouble-shooter. 

Mergers or shake-ups of agen- 
cies, if any, will be postponed 
while Wilson plunges first into 
the problem of inflation, it was 
predicted. 

He is expected to do much of 
the signal-calling in the wage- 
price stabilization plans sketched 
briefly last night in Truman's 


broadcast. These include: 


1. The issuance, starting “at 
once,” of mandatory ceilings on 
a number of basic defense ma- 
terials and major cost-of-living 
items. Wage stabilization will 
go with the price ceilings.

CITY TO ASK STATE

Amendment of Missouri law on 
municipally owned off-street 
parking facilities will be sought 
by the city at the next session of 
the Legislature, -City Counselor 
James E. Crowe said today. :

A Day’s Pay for a Day’s Work 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


A letter you printed from Mrs. C.F.P. 
has just come to my attention. In it 
she said that her 55-year-old husband 

ad been unable to find work, despite 

ny trips to our St. Louis office. 

‘t is most unfortunate that the place- 
fnent processes in our current industrial 
economy are restricted to a certain age 
group, mainly 27 to 45. Most employ- 
ers are increasingly reluctant to hire. 
, young men of draft age, and because 
of the higher costs involved in hospital- 
ization insurance and retirement bene- 
fit plans for older persons, most zem- 
ployers also refuse to hire an older 
worker so long as any opportunity exists 
to locate a younger person. 

I sincerely desire that Mrs. C.F.P. 
and others fully understand that it is 
not our employment service Which de- 
fines the age of 55 as “old.” Obviously, 
our placement people cannot refer to a 
job a man of 55 when the employer's 
order specifies age 45 or less. To do so 
would be a disservice to both the appli- 
cant and the employer. 

We in the field of welfare will re- 
joice with all others when the timé 
comes that individual employers, as well 
as employer groups, will accept and 
recognize the basic truth that ability 
and experience—not age—are the ma- 
jor considerations. A day’s work for a 
day’s pay is still an appropriate guide 
for employers to follow.

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Mr. Truman’s Targets 
_ In his addréss to the nation President Truman 
said the danger which confronts us urgently 
requires that we set our mobilization targets 
high. He did not, however, set them as high 
as they should be set nor as high as the people 
had been led to believe they would be set. The 


* effect is bound to be somewhat anti-climactic. 


Where Gov. Dewey the night before brought 
down the House with an appeal for a 100- 
division army—an army that would mobilize 
10,000,000 to 12,500,000 men—Mr. Truman con- 
tented himself with the relatively modest gcal 
of 3,500,000 men in the armed forces “within 
a few months.” 

One must trust that Mr. Truman's objectives 
are those recommended. by competent military 
advice, and not mérely those which he con- 
siders politically féasible. Although his -goals 


seem low, it must be admitted that putting - 


millions into uniform right away will not be the 
sole test of our mobilization curing the months 
to come. : 

As Gen. Lawton Collins, Army Chief of Staff, 
reminded the House Appropriations Committee 
this week, mubilization “requires a careful syn- 
chronization of producing equipment and train- 
ing men. There are few factors more detrimental 
to troop morale than to be in uniform with in- 
sufficient equipment.” 

Production, then, is the immediate job. Mr. 
Truman says that aircraft output will be in- 
creased fivefold within a year, tank output 
quadrupled, electronic equipment more. than 
quadrupled, One is forcibly reminded of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's famous speech about arms ‘on 
order.” The difference is that we are starting 
from a higher base this time, yet the profound 
urgency of converting orders into military pow- 
er in being is the same. 

The President’s appointment of C. E. Wilson 
to head a new defense mobilization agency is 
the best assurance that the production job will 
be tackled with vigor and skill. Mr. Wilson 
knows production and knows the problems of 
converting it to defense in a hurry. Mr. Truman 
should give him his head and protect him froin 


conflict of authority with other Government 


agencies. . 

Expansion of production means increased dan- 
ger of inflation and therefore requires stronger 
steps to curb it. Here again Mr. Truman has 
chosen half-measures rather than an all-out at- 
tack. As this newspaper and others have been 
pointing out for months, price and wage con- 
trols are an indispensable part of the attack 
on inflation, Having resisted this position so 
long, Mr. Truman now adopts it—but intends to 
apply it only to certain selected commodities. 

For those commodities which are not. brought 
under official control, the Government will set 
“fair standards” of prices and wages and ask 
that the people voluntarily comply with them. 
Certainly every sector of the nation has a solemn 
obligation to comply, but our own feeling is 


that in the end compliance will have to be 
enforced, 


Whether one agrees or disagrees with the 
adequacy of his immediate goals, Mr. Truman 


sharply cut away. -We hope Gov. Adlai E. Ste- 
venson’s leadership can impress that necessity 
upon the Legislature. 

The same necessity applies to Missouri. When 


Missouri’s delegates to the Constitutional Con- ° 


vention held their fifth reunion last September, 
Dr. Martin L. Faust, professor of political sci- 
ence at the University of Missouri, urged that 
the time has come for a research study on the 
state's administrative organization as set up by 
the new Constitution. We say again that Gov. 
Forrest Smith should put this proposal high on 
the agenda for the next Legislature. |

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The Attack on Acheson 


In calling for the ouster of Secretary of State 
Acheson, the Republican members of the House 
and Senate have raised a 
stitutional issue. 

The Constitution entrusts the conduct of 
United States foreign policy to the President, 


rather than to the Congress. This being so, the 


President certainly is entitled to the aid and 
support of a Secretary of State who is funga- 
mentally in accord with him and whom. he can 
trust in carrying out the details of diplomacy. 

The chief guarantee that they will be con- 
ducted in accord with the will of the nation is 
found in the ballots by which the people bring 
an Administration to power and keep it in 
power. 

In the opinion of the Fost-Dispatch, Secretary 
Acheson has repeatedly demonstrated his ability. 
In spite of global problems of immense diffi- 
culty and partisan attacks as bitter as any in 
American history, he has held to a steadfast 
course. Iti may be granted that he has made 
tactical mistakes. Only a superman could have 
avoided them. But the emphasis should be on 
his intense efforts to resist totalitarian Com- 
munist expansion while at the same time trying 
to save the world from the cataclysm of w 

Under these circumstances, the Republicans 
assume a grave responsibility in asking for his 
removal and thus, implicitly, rejecting his major 
policies. Can Mr. Acheson's critics say with a 
clear conscience that his policies have been 
wrong? Do they really believe that the United 
States and the United Nations would. be in a 
better .position had: we backed the exiled and 
bankrupt Chiang Kai-shek ggainst Mao Tse-tung? 

Are the Republicans really more distressed 
about foreign policy than they are interested in 
embarrassing the Democratic Administration? 
Is their attack not essentially political? 

Realistically, it must be admitted that the 
present close division of the parties, especially 
in the Senate, makes it possible for the Repub- 
licans to create serious difficulties for the 
Administration. But do they really believe that 
they have genuine grounds for such hostility? 
Or is this only politics, only McCarthyism on a

Of course, this has not 
touched Nehru. He is on the side of democracy, 
even if he may sometimes resent a certain lack 
of interest in his opinions on matters Asiatic, a 
certain lack of tact which makes us seem a little 
too bossy. We should not, however, count on as 
much understanding from India’s masses. .Not 
even after Nehru’s visit to the United States has 
this country done very much to help India with 
its food problem. Here is a missed opportunity 
which should be recouped. 

Within the limitations of our needs and obli- 
gations, we ought to do what we can for India. 
This would be practical as well as humane. It 
is of immense value.to the democratic cause to 
have in Asia a man of Nehru’s stature, a man 
who so fundamentally objects to Communism’s 
suppression of the individual.

Overhauling State Government 

After a year’s study of Illinois state govern- 
ment, the Schaefer Commission has issued (ts 
first report. Like the Hoover Commission on 
which it was modeled, the Illinois group headed 
by Prof. Walter V. Schaefer of Northwestern 
University has made a dispassionate and expert 
survey of the state’s sprawling agencies, and 
recommended drastic reorganization. 

In 1917, as the Commission points out, Ilinois 
was considered to be the most efficiently organ- 
ized of all the state governments. Since then 
countless new functions have been added, and 
nearly every one of them has brought a new 
agency into being. The time for another prun- 
ing is long past due. ‘ 

One of the most conspicuous cases of poor 
organization is in welfare services. These are 
diffused among many independent agencies, 
most of which have their own field staffs and 
their own overhead organizational structure. 
Integration of the work as proposed by the 
Commission is estimated to save at least $720,- 
000 a year. That is surely a target worth shoot- 
ing at. 

We do not know what will happen to the Com- 
mission’s proposals when they are delivered to 
the tender mercies of the Illinois Legislature. 
No deubt the vested interests which cluster 
around all government agencies will resist 
change as always. But there never was a better 
time for drastic overhaul of state government. 
As the national emergency places new strains 
upon our resources, it is essential that waste 
and inefficiency at all levels of government be

Campaign of Terror 

Sweet words and honeyed promisés have 
failed for the Kremlin in Germany. Now a 
campaign of stark terror has been launched, and 
been given a shroud of legality. 

The East German Communist dictatorship has 
decreed death for any German who opposes 
Communism or supports the West or Western 
ideals. Henceforth, only Communists an@ those 
Germans who lead a completely cow-like exist- 
ence will be safe. For criticism, or even ex- 
pressed disbelief or doubt, the penalty can be 
execution. : 

Because of the peculiar jargon of the Commu- 
nists, the law’s terms need special translation. 
It makes subject- to the death penalty all Ger- 
mans who: follow the “aggressive policies” of 
Britain, France and the United States; “make 
contemptuous or stir hate against’’ Communists; 
criticize the Oder-Neisse line or the actions of 
Russia, or assist in the formation of a West Ger- 
man army. 

Thus far, all this is only threat. But there 
have been enough mysterious disappearances in 
East Germany already to convince all Germans 
that the Communists are prepared to carry it 
out. 

This order may finally close off East from 
West Germany, for the law applies to West as 
well as East Germans. It may result in raiding 
parties into West Berlin and West Germany to 
terrorize the population by seizing individuals 
and carrying them off for execution. Many of 
the hundreds of thousands of West Berliners

doubt will be looking for new jobs. 


What its propaganda effects are likely to be_ 


are less easily measurable. Obviously it is in- 
tended, in part, to frighten West Germans into 
at least neutrality in the struggle between Easf 
and West. 

But so all-embracing and so brutal a display 
of terror can have another result, too. No 
longer can the Communists pose as the friends 
of man. And the Germans have had a speciai 
experience with Schrecklichkeit, the Nazi doc- 
trine of frightfulness. They submitted to it 
once, and it brought them nothing but suffering 
and death. This time, they might fight back.

Is Communism Important? 


The migratory character of much labor 

in the mines, in industry and elsewhere 
on which the European economy of South 
Africa today- so largely depends, makes 
it well-nigh impossible to set limits to the 
extent and effectiveness of such propa- 
ganda when the Bantu returns from his 
temporary urban environment to his Kraal 
in the reserves. Moreover, imprisonment 
for such acts as defying the European's 
pass laws is no longer a disgrace but 
almost a test of the young Bantu’s man- 
hood. 
Educated Africans reject suggestions 
that external, including Communist, in- 
fluences are chiefly responsible for non- 
European agitation. The Communists’ dis- 
claimer of racial discrimination and their 
program of action, frequently contrasted 
with the liberals’ talk of gradual progress, 
are increasingly attractive to many in the 
Bantu or Cape Colored rank and file, most 
of whom, however, are said to be either 
ignorant of, or indifferent to, the rest of 
Communist ideology. , 

Agitation by Africans outside the Union 
is a source of encouragement to the na- 
tive South African, but Bantu leaders and 
students insist that their attention tenters 
almost exclusively on “their own” South 
Africa. 

All three sections of the powerful Afri- 
kaans-speaking Dutch Reformed Church 
are acutely aware of the threat presented 
by the increasing hostility of natives to 
their mission activity. They are much dis- 
turbed at the-effect of the material influ- 
ences of an increasingly urbanized life 
upon both European and non-European. 
Already these influences have robbed the 
church of many Afrikaner members in the 
towns. 


Position of Broederbund 


A desire to keep future urbanized Afri- 
kaners within the church is the basic ex- 
planation of the advocacy of “single 
medium” schools (schools which use only 
one medium of instruction, either Afri- 
kaans or English) and “Christian National 
Education.” which would insure church 
control of Afrikaner children from kinder- 


garten to university. 

Other Afrikaners—usually on the oppo- 
site side of the political fence—heatedly 
decline to accept this explanation of 
“Christian National Education.” To them 
the Dutch Reformed Church's “offensive” 


in the field of education is the result of 
a deliberate attempt of Afrikaner politi- 
cians and intellectuals to control the 
church for their own purposes as part of 
a coldly calculated program of domination 
of all aspects of the life of South Africa. 

This explanation is freely coupled with 
varying accounts of the Broederbund, the 
secret Afrikaner organization known to in- 
clude among its members leaders in the 
cabinet, church and universities. The 
Broaderbund is alleged to have Nazi-like 
cells in all government departments, indus- 
tries, sporting and cultural associations. 

-Paradoxical as it oem 3 seem, the Afri- 
kaner’s consciousness of increasing racial 
tension, combined with economic changes 
(which have emphasized South Africa's 
inability to stand aloof from world eco- 
nomic developments) and his ideological 
hostility to Communism at home and 
abroad appear to have made the South 
African nationalist much more ready to 
welcome continuance of some form of 
external political association than he was. 
20 years ago. 


Suspicious But Practical 


Afrikaner interest in the outside world 
shows itself most sharply in his attitude 
to African neighbor states, especially 
Southern Rhodesia, where there now is 
an Afrikaans-speaking minority variously 
estimated as between 17 and 22 per cent 
of the European population of this self- 
governing British colony. The Afrikaner 
joins with English-speaking South Afri- 
cans in vigorous criticism of Indian im- 
migration ihto Kenya, not merely because 
subsequent penetration into the Union 
might increase the Indian problem in 
Natal but also because of what has fre- 
quently been described as a potential, if 
not actual, program of Indian imperialist 
expansion in eastern and southern Africa. 
The Afrikaner still speaks with suspicion 
of “English” colonial policy and deeply re- 
sents either British or United Nations crit- 
icism of his own native policy. But he 
appears to have acquired an increasing 
appreciation of the practical value of 
membership in the Commonwealth. 

It seems safe to suggest that Prime Min- 
ister Daniel F. Malan himself and the ma- 
jority of his followegs, although they still 
favor a South African Republic, would 
prefer to follow the example of India 
rather than of Eire and to remain within 
the Commonwealth. 

: Precipitate action at any time by politi- 

cally self-conscious but imperfectly dis- 
ciplined Bantu or Cape Colored strikers 
or rioters might break down other barriers 
and produce a new Afrikaner-English po- 
litical combination. Such a new group 
would be moderate in its inter-European 
attitudes, but. it would, almost certainly 
adopt a policy towards non-whites which 
its friends would describe as firm and 
realistic but which others might well re- 
gard as frankly repressive.

An Exile’ Everywhere 
THE GREEN AND THE RED: SEAN O'CASEY--THE -- 


N AND HIS PLAYS, by Jules Koslow. (Goides 
Griffin BSooks—Arts, Inc.—i26 pgs., $3.90.)

An unkind and untrue estimate of Eu- 


gene O’Neill’s work that I once heard had 


it that he is a great playwright who never

though O'Neill is a dramatist of unusual 
power, close scrutiny reveals many struc- 
tural, literary, philosophical shortcomings. 
Something of this sort may be said of Sean 
O’Cascy. with the same point and equal 
falsity. It would be more accurate to say 
of O’Casey (as of O'Neill) that while we 
may riddle his work with sound critical 
objections, it remains affecting, impressive 
and for our time at least, important. 


It is necessary to say this, I believe, 
because of our common tendency to over- 
estimate a rather professorial concep- 
tion of form at the 
expense of creative 
vitality. The empha- 
sis on tidiness of 
craftsmanship corre- 
sponds to the de 
mand in the present- 
day theater for neat 
packages of enter- 
tainment. This ex- 
plains why none of 
O'Casey’s later plays 
has tempted manag- 
ers and their “an- 
gels” to venture up- 
a: 

e ‘Casey's plays are 

seen O'Casey turbulent, rough, al- 
most misshapen. In this they reflect not 
only his origins in the Dublin tenements 
and his connection with the various strug: 
gles that mark the growth of contempo- 
rary Ireland, but his own inner turmoil. 
For O’Casey’s is a tender poetic nature 
agonizéd by the injustices and bigotry of 
the world that fostered him, a pacifist 
who had té@ accept the tragic reality of 
war, a man vf religious feeling shocked by 
the chureb an honored artist without 
steady mas.rial support from any source, 
an exile e¢erywhere. The importance of 
O’Casey’s work lies in the fact that it mir- 
rors the spiritual condition of a great 
many people throughout the world. 


Jules Koslow’s brief essay “The Green 
and the Red,” assembles the salient 
features of O’Casey’s career, so that its 
paradox becomes strikingly apparent. Kos- 
low hardly does more with his material 
than state what ought to be obvious to™ 
anybody who reads the O’Casey plays 
chronologically and sets them against the 
background of the autobiographical works. 
Nevertheless. because Koslow stresses the 
political and secial aspect of O’Casey’s 
work, a more arresting impression is made . 
by his factual book than by many articles-: 
that speak impressionistically of O’Casey’s 
literary attributes with vague references 
to his power, imagination, humgr and elo- 
quence.

An Adopted Son's Tribute 


THE SPIRIT OF GETTYSBURG. by N. A. Meligates. 

(Seokmert, Gettysburg, Pe., 252 pgs., $3.9.) 

The spirit of Gettysburg is the spirit of 
America as {it is understood and interpreted 
by a Greek immigrant who found at the 
little town of Gettysburg a new home in a 
new land. His book, the writing of which 
has been an act of devotion, is a tribute 
to the America of his adoption and an 
expression of his gratitude to it for the 
benefits that it has conferred on him. 


Disclaiming authority as a historian, he 
has painstakingly assembled what. others 
have recorded, supplemented by the “spirit 
of Gettysburg” as he has absorbed it in 
the 28 years that he has lived there. His 
object has been to present Gettysburg 
from a different point of view that goes 
back to its beginning as a typical Ameri- 
can town and the significance of its de- 
velopment and preparation for the role 
that it was to play as the scene of the de- 
cisive battle of the Civil War. The result 
is a work of great sincerity, history that 
is more than history, which might have 
been called the spirit of a man of Gettys 
burg.

CELLIST LAVIN MAKES 
DEBUT AS. SOLOIST 


Plays Two Concerti With 


Symphony—One Is St. 
Louis Premiere. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

Avran Lavin, the first ‘cellist of 
the St. Louis Symphony Orches- 
tra, made his first appearance as 
soloist with the organization yes- 
terday afternaon at Kiel Audito- 
rium, playing two short works, 
the Boccherini Concerto No. 2 in 
F Major and a Concerto by Fran- 
cesco Malipiero, the contempo- 


rary Italian composer. In ad- 
dition to its collaboration in the 


concerti, the orchestra, under 
Viadimir Golschmann, gave per- 
formances of Wagner’s Prelude to 
“Lohengrin” and the Sibelius 
Fifth Symphony. : 

Of the two solo works, the 


Malipiero concerto—which re- 
ceived its premiere performance 
in St. Louis—was much the more 
interesting. This cannot be at- 
tributed to its newness, since its 
appeal was traditional. It was 
simply more attractive in its ma- 
terial and its treatment. The lyr- 
ical slow movement and the lively 
finale had an intrinsic beauty that 
made a direct impact without re- 
sorting to cliches or labored ef- 
fects. 


Lavin submitted both to sound, 
straightforward interpretations, 
though his tone quality and in- 
tonation were not up to his own 
best standards. ; 


The Sibelius E Flat symphony 
sounded fresher than ever, pos- 
sibly because it had been retired 
from the repertory for several 
years. In any case, it had no 
dependency, at yesterday’s per- 
formance, on a Sibelius vogue or 
on a world sympathy with the 
plight of the composer’s home- 
land. So it could be evaluated 
strictly as music; and as such it 
was still a commanding work, 
wholly original in character and 
yet held within the general frame- 
work of classic Symphonic organ- 
ization.

of a heroic nature. 

Conductor Golschmann and his 
colleagues played the whole sym- 
phony with evident concentration, 
control and a continuous pressure 
of nervous energy. It was an ex-— 
citing performance. 

The concert got away to a good 
start with the “Lohengrin” prel- 
ude: the silvery shimmer of the 
strings was up to ideal expecta- 
tions. The concert will be re- 


peated tonight.

“My foster parents tell me not to try to rake up the past.
